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Another question which has been raised is whether microfilms should be 
made for those to whom the original journals are known to be available. In 
such cases, it is assumed that advantage is being taken of the particular 
attribute of microfilm by which the widely scattered papers on a given sub- 
ject can be brought together for study at the time and in the manner found 
most convenient. Certainly a collection of microfilme will often represent 
a far larger number of volumes than could possibly be brought together at 
one time and in one place. It is, therefore, assumed that even if a person 
has access to certain parts of the published source literature, he may still 
be able to use microfilms of this part of it to great advantage. 

The advancement of medicine and of science in general is a common en- 
deavor, and contributions wherevar made, benefit equally our own and all 
other people. It is, therefore, held that the aid rendered by microfilm 
should be extended not only to those in our own country, but to all others 
engaged in medical research wherever they may be. 

One of the principal merits of microfilms is that they relieve the 
research worker of the need of going to the library and thus lighten the 
task involved in seouring and using the source literature. The effort thus 
spared certainly increases the amount which remains for consecration to the 
solution of research problems. To this extent, at least, microfilms con- 
tribute to the more rapid progress of research and deserve to be supplied 
by librariés on the widest possible scale to all who are able to use them 
for the advancement of science. 

Although this Library intends to serve as large a number of persons as 
possible, it will certainly not be able to satisfy all the needs for micro- 
films which will undoubtedly arise. For this purpose, the collaboration of 


other libraries will undoubtedly be necessary and it is hoped that many 


others will adopt this means of extending the service they render to the 
advancement of learning.
